Sen. Kefauver 
Dies After 
Heart Attack 


WASHINGTON (HPI) — Sen. Estes Kefauver, I>- 
Tenn., who pyramided a national reputation as a crime- 
buster into two unsuccessful bids for the Democratic 
presidential nomination, died this morning of a heart 
ailment at Bethesda Naval Hospital.

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BEDFORD, Pa. (UPI) - Two 
young sisters suffocated yesterday 
when they crawled in an uncon­

freezer 
at 
their 
grandfather’s home in the nearby 
community of Friends Cove. 


Bedford County Deputy Coroner 
Ralph J. Mickle identified the 
dead as Debbie Renee James, 6, 
and 
her 
four-year-old 
sister, 
Susan Hay. 


Mickle said the bodies of two 
small kittens were found beside 
the little girls. 


State police said the parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. John G. James, be­ 
came alarmed when the little 
girls could not be found shortly 
after lunch. A search was started 
and the grandfather, Glen 
A. 
James, found the children and kit­ 
tens in one of two food freezers 
he had in his home. 
James said he normally kept 
one of the freezers operating. The 
other was used only occasionally. 
Police theorized that the girls 
crawled into the freezer and ac­ 
cidentally locked themselves in. 
They had played at their grand­ 
father’s home many times but 
had never bothered the freezers. 


whose coonskin cap and ready 
handshake were trademarks, was 
taken to the hospital Friday suf­ 
fering from what doctors diag­ 
nosed as a mild heart attack. 
An aide said Kefauver died this 
morning at 3:40 a.m. The cause 
of death, he said, was “a rupture 
of the main blood vessel from 
the heart.” 
Hospital officials said an aide 
was at Kefauver’s bedside when 
he died. His wife, Nancy, how­ 
ever, failed to reach the hospital 
in time. She arrived at the Wash­ 
ington Airport from Tennessee 
just at the time of Kefauver’s 
death. 
Democratic 
Majority 
Leader 
Mike Mansfield, Mont., said Ke­ 
fauver’s death was ‘‘a very big 
loss to the Congress.” 
‘‘Estes has thousands of friends 
who will mourn his death,” Mans­ 
field added. 
Senate Democratic Whip Hu­ 
bert H. Humphrey, Minn., termed 
Kefauver “a crusader and an 
idealist.” He said his contribution 
to the betterment and the wel­ 
fare of the nation will be long re- 
memembeerd. 
Sen. Everett Dirksen, 111., GOP 
Senate leader said: 
‘‘Nothing has so distressed me 
in a long time as the news of the 
passing of Sen. Kefauver. I en­ 
tertain high respect and deep af­ 
fection for him.” 
The rangy, soft-spoken Kefauv­ 
er, 
became 
a national 
figure 
when television brought his face 
into millions of homes during the 
crime hearings in 1950. 
He failed twice to win the pres­ 
idential nomination. Once in 1952 
nd again in 1956. But in 1956 he 
straged a knockdown convention 
floor fight to edge out President 
Kennedy 
as 
Adlai 
Stevenson’s 
running mate. 
Stricken During Debate 
The senator, who m a d e a 
national reputation with his in­ 
vestigations of the crime syndi­ 
cate, was taken ill during a de­ 
bate on the communications sat­ 
ellite program. 
However, he did not require an 
ambulance and was driven to 
the hospital in a private car. 
Kefauver was elected to the 
Senate in 1948 and reelected in 
1954 and 1960. 
He was a veteran of IO years 
service in the House when he 
rocketed to national prominence 
in 1948 by bowling over the big 
boss of Tennessee politics and 
snatching a Senate seat from the 
Crump machine. 
The Senate’s special crime in­ 
vestigating committee, which Ke­ 
fauver sponsored in the 81st Con­ 
gress and headed in a nationwide

Her third child, 2-day-old Pat­ 
rick Bouvier Kennedy, will be 
buried in a quiet cemetery in 
Brookline, 90 miles away. She 
saw the infant only twice. She 
will not see him again. 


The 34-year-old First Lady gave 
birth to little Patrick by Cesar­ 
ean s e c t i o n here Wednesday. 
Within hours he had been whisked 
away to Boston for specialized 
treatment doctors hoped would 
save his life. 


Mrs. Kennedy learned of the 
baby’s death early Friday from 
the gray-haired obstetrician who 
delivered him, Dr. J o h n W. 
Walsh. 


The President flew to her side 
and together they shared the bur­ 
den of grief. 


Her mother and step-father, Mr. 
and Mrs. Hugh D. Auchincloss, 
and the two Auchincloss children, 
Janet, 18, and Jamie, 15, also 
visited her on several occasions. 


Friday night her sister. Prin­ 
cess Lee Radziwill, arrived from 
Greece to see the First Lady 
through today’s l o n e l y hours. 
Other members of Mrs. Kennedy’s 
family, or of her husband’s, also 
planned to stay with her ratther 
than attend the funeral. 
But no one, not even the Presi­

Hurricane Arlene, first big tropi­ 
cal storm of the year, raged 
against the sea and not much else 
today after raking Bermuda with 
wind gusts of nearly IOO miles 
an hour.

No land area was threatened 
immediately by the hurricane, 
the bureau said, although ship­ 
ping in its path should exercise 
caution. 
Highest winds at the 
hurricane’s center ranged from 
75 to IOO m.p.h., with gales ex­ 
tending 150 miles in all direc­ 
tions. 
The storm was expected to 
weaken as it moves over colder 
water and begins to lose its trop­ 
ical characteristics, the bureau 
said.

Cruelty to Animals said none died 
as the result. 
White Hall Commons, a huge 
housing project just north of the 
chemical plant, was one of the 
first places affected. Residents 
ran from the building coughing. 
Some 250 girls at the nearby

swimming 
pool 
were 
driven 
out screaming with pain from 
the 
smarting 
gas. 
Housewives 
slammed shut windows hoping to 
keep most of the fumes out. 
Plant owner, Arnold Lanza, 50, 
an uncle of the late singer, Mario 
Lanza, said he smelled the gas 
in his office. He donned a mask, 
ordered the 15 employes out of 
the plant, and told someone to 
call firemen. Then he ran outside 
to the railroad siding, climbed to 
the car and turned off the valve. 
Dr. 
Franklin Buzby, medical 
director at Frankford Hospital, 
said if the homes had been closer 
to the leak “we would have had 
direct burns of the lungs of many 
of the patients.” 
Fire officials said the gas can 
be fatal. It was used by the 
German forces on Allied troops 
during the first World War

Gets Special Tribute

to Hoover in the Senate Friday 
for his “ exemplary life.” 


The 31st president, a Republi­ 
can who served 
in the White 
House from 
1929 to 1932, was 
critically ill with a gastrointes­ 
tinal disorder for several days 
last June. 
Since then, his physicians said 
Hoover 
“ has 
become 
stronger 
and is able to work at his desk 
for a short period each day. The 
number of his visitors still is lim­ 
ited, a n d .. .it is advisable that 
he should not assume any public 
obligations at the present tim e.” 


W'orks On History 


One of Hoover’s aides said he 
worked steadily on his “magnum 
opus,” a history of the past 30 
years designed for publication in 
s e v e r a l volumes.
